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SLOGAN  OP  1,000  MEMBERS  IN  1928  ENTHUSIASTICALLY  ADOPTED. 


On  or  about  10,30  on  the  morning  of  June  1st  Alumni  from 
all  parts  gathered  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  new  Chemistry  Build- 
ing to  attend  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Not- 
withstanding the  rather  radical  change  in  the  plans  for  the  meet- 
ing this  year,  devoting  the  day  to  Alumni  affairs,  there  was  an 
unusually  large  attendance  of  Alumni  representing  different 
classes,  a  full  attendance  of  about  150. 

President  Mitchell  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  about 
10.45  and  the  regular  program  which  had  been  previously  announced 
was  carried  through  with  dispatch. 

The  Secretary  submitted  a  written  report  outlining  the 
affairs  and  work  of  the  Association  together  with  a  financial 
statement  showing  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year. 

President  Mitchell  had  a  very  fine  message  for  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  pointed  out  the  splendid  progress  that  had  been  made 
in  rebuilding  the  Association  during  the  past  year  and  urged 
the  slogan  that  we  attempt  to  secure  1,000  members  In  1928.  He 
suggested  the  following  as  definite  aims  for  the  Association  to 
undertake. 

1.  To  build  up  the  membership  of  the  Association. 

2.  To  encourage  the  highest  type  of  high  school 

student  to  attend  the  University. 

3.  To  arrange  to  provide  funds  to  help  worthy 

students  through  college. 

4.  To  encourage  endowments  to  the  University. 

5.  Looking  to  permanent  quarters  for  the  Association. 

6.  To  have  a  paid  assistant  to  the  Secretary,  who 

would  give  his  entire  time  to  Association  matters. 

7.  Employment  Department. 
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Messrs.  Reuben  Brigham  and  Austin  Diggs  made  fine  reports 
on  the  group  meetings  in  Washington  and  Baltimore. 

Dr.  f,  !•  Skinner  and  Mr.  Henry  Holzapfel,  Alumni  representa- 
tives on  the  Board  of  Regents,  gave  excellent  addresses  on  the  work 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  many  affairs  that  affect  the  future 
development  of  the  Institution. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Byrd,  Director  of  Athletics,  submitted  an  excellent 
report  illustrating  by  a  chart  the  plans  for  future  facilities  for 
various  sports  at  the  University. 

Mr.  Charles  Linhart,  Chairman  of  the  special  finance  committee, 
authorized  at  the  last  meeting,  submitted  an  enthusiastic  report, 
and  stated  that  his  committoe  felt  every  effort  should  be  made  during 
the  ensuing  year  to  secure  a  thousand  members  for  the  Association. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  enthusiastic  cooperation  that 
had  been  given  by  the  President  of  the  Senior  Class  whose  members 
were  regularly  invited  to  become  active  members  of  the  Association 
and  to  be  the  guests  of  the  Association  at  the  annual  luncheon. 

The  Alumni  Board  reported  its  recent  action  inviting  the 
ladies  to  the  annual  banquet  this  winter.  This  was  confirmed  by 
vote  of  the  Association. 

Miscellaneous  discussions  were  entered  into,  but  a$  the 
time  dren  near  for  the  Alumni  Luncheon  it  was  necessary  to  elect 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  conclude  the  meeting.  Dr.  E.  N. 
Cory,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  submitted  his  report.

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This  article  must  necessarily  "be  written  from  the  viewpoint  of  a 
neophyte  in  the  Alumni  Association.  Yet  there  are  certain  ideas  and  im- 
pressions which  come  even  to  a  neaphyte. 

To  those  of  us  who  have  just  received  our  sheepskins  the  Alumni 
Association  is  something  that  we  know  little  about  and  about  which  we 
have  given  just  as  little  thought.  We  feel,  possibly,  that  the  older 
graduates  are  the  ones  who  should  carry  the  Association  along  and  lead 
the  work.   They  should  lead  us,  to  be  sure,  "but  our  cooperation  is 
certainly  essential  -  not  ten  or  twenty  years  from  now,  but  from  now  on. 

We  who  have  been  at  the  University  during  the-  past  half  dozen  years 
cannot  help  having  derived  an  inspiration  from  the  splendid  achievements 
in  the  raising  of  scholarship  and  in  the  securing  of  equipment  made  pos- 
sible through  the  efforts  of  the  University  authorities.   It  is  not  un- 
natural, then,  that  we  should  like  to  see  this  progress  continued. 

Perhaps  none  of  us  will  ever  be  in  a  position  to  contribute  a 
whole  lot  individually  to  the  future  development  of  Maryland,  either 
through  our  services  or  by  any  financial  assistance.  However,  by  all  of 
us  pulling  together  through  membership  in  the  Alumni  Association  we  can 
be  of  material  assistance. 

To  my  mind  there  is  one  thing  in  this  connection  that  should  be 
particularly  emphasized.   That  is  the  question  of  getting  back  to  games, 
to  class  functions;   to  anything  -  just  so  it  brings  us  back  on  the 
campus.  At  the  present  time  wo  are  full  of  QBI  campus  problems  and  of 
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the  many  obstacles  that  confront  tho  school.  But  fron  year  to  year  these 
will  change  and  now  problems  will  cone  up.   It  seems  to  mo  that  tho  better 
tho  Alumni  understand  these  problems  the  sooner  they  will  be  solved. 

An  active  Alumnus  in  a  community  can  do  considerable  for  the  school 
by  giving  his  neighbors  an  insight  into  its  needs,  thereby  creating  in 
them  a  desire  to  help  Maryland  which  will  be  felt  through  the  legislature. 
Also  this  same  active  Alumnus  can  interest  desirable  young  men  and  women  in 
his  community  in  coming  to  Maryland.  Thus  the  closer  he  is  to  just  what 
is  going  on  the  better  he  may  depict  Maryland  to  a  possible  student  or 
to  his  parents. 

This  question  of  getting  back  may  seem  a  small  thing,  but  I  feel 
convinced  that  as  Alumni  we  can  do  much,  in  a  indirect  way,  perhaps,  if  we 
make  it  a  point  to  "come  back"  frequently. 

This  year  tho  question  of  class  exercises  and  Alumni  reunions  re- 
ceived considerably  more  emphasis  than  they  had  in  the  immediate  past  and 
I  think  we  may  well  continue  this  and  make  at  least  one  big  occasion  each 
year  at  which  time  we  may  all  plan  on  coming  back, 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  certain  members  of  the  faculty,  on  behalf  of  tho 
class  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
which  was  extended  us  on  the  occasion  of  Class  Day,  and  to  assure  the 
Alumni  Association,  that  our  class  as  prospective  members  will  do  every- 
thing we  can  to  further  its  work.

However,  the  Maryland  twelve,  green  in  comparison  to  Hopkins,  had 
a  great  season  under  its  new  and  youthful  coach,  Jack  Faber,  B.  S.  !26 
and  M.  A.  '27,  and  his  aids  Ivan  Marty  '24,  and  Joe  Burger  '25. 

Before  going  into  the  Olympic  play-off  series,  Maryland  had  won  10 
of  11  games  of  the  regular  schedule  to  have  the  highest  percentage  of 
any  team  in  the  country,  and  in  the  post-season  tilts  downed  Rutgers, 

7  to  2,  and  Navy,  6  to  2,  to  roach  the  ultimate  round.  Maryland  doubt- 
less will  he  ranked  at  the  top,  as  the  Olympic  series  docs  not  count  in 
the  rating.   It  surely  cannot  be  outranked. 

It  was  the  EXPERIENCE  of  Hopkins  highly  seasoned  team,  many  of  its 
players  seeing  their  FOURTH  YEAR  of  varsity  lacrosse,  that  told  in  the 
final.  To  begin  with  Hopkins  has  a  tremendous  edge  on  other  lacrosse 
squads  in  that  it  gets  developed  stickmen  from  the  Baltimoro  high  and 
prep  schools,  and  this  with  the  fact  that  it  has  the  PRIVILEGE  of  using 
men  FOUR  YEARS  on  the  Varsity  makes  the  odds  almost  insurmountable. 

In  physical  power,  speed,  fighting  spirit  and  coaching,  Maryland 
matched  Hopkins,  but  in  EXPERIENCE ,  the  greatest  of  all  teachers,  it 
was  outclassed. 

Loane  was  the  only  Maryland  regular  to  have  played  lacrosse  before 
coming  to  College  Park  and  five  Hopkins  stickmen  had  a  total  of  as  much 
experience  in  the  game  as  the  entire  Maryland  twelve.  That  tells  the 
story.

If  we  care  to  look  "back  over  the  intervening  years,  most  of 
us  who  are  alumni  will  recall  that  first  day  when  we  stood  at  the 
gates  of  the  University  of  Maryland  and  knocked  for  admittance.

It  is  probable  that  we  felt  a  twinge  of  homesick- 
ness and  that  our  first  taste  of  college  life  loft  us  disappointed 
rather  than  gratified. 

A  few  weeks  and  wo  had  outgrown  it  allj  A  few  weeks  and  we 
felt  that  we  belonged.  Even  in  our  humble  capacity  as  freshmen 
we  were  able  to  acquire  an  unbounded  enthusiasm,  a  loyalty  and  a 
spirit  that  has  ever  been  the  heritage  of  college  life. 

In  a  few  weeks,  the  doors  of  the  University  of  Maryland  will 
swing  open  to  receive  the  student  body  of  1928-29,  Back  will  come 
the  serious  senior,  the  dignified  junior  and  the  boisterous 
sophomore,  and  with  them  will  be  the  verdant  freshman. 
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All  of  them,  including  the  freshmen,  are  alumni  in  the  making. 
They  will  go  through  much  the  same  process  we  went  through.  They  will 
come  forth  as  alumni  much  as  we  came  forth.  What  about  their  enthusiasm, 
their  loyalty  and  their  love  for  Alma  Mater?  Much  of  that  depends  on  us. 
It  is  our  responsibility  as  alumni  to  make  the  student  budy  see  that  we 
have  not  forgotten  our  enthusiasm  and  our  loyalty.  Let  us  feel  and  let  us 
make  the  student  feel,  that  the  Alumni  Association  is  a  continuation  of 
college  associations,  college  enthusiasms,  college  loyalty  and  every  other 
good  thing  for  which  college  life  is  memorable. 


BIG  ENROLMENT  PROMISED 


All  indications  point  to  the  largest 
enrolment  this  fall  in  the  history  of  the 
University,  according  to  a  statement  by 
Miss  Alma  Preinkert,  assistant  registrar. 
Unless  something  unforeseen  occurs,  the 
entering  class  should  be  well  over  400. 

During  1927-28  the  enrolment  in  the 
College  Bark  schools  of  the  University  was 
1194  students  of  whom  96  were  graduate  and 
1098  undergraduate.  Of  the  undergraduates 
400  were  freshmen,  290  sophomores,  215 
juniors,  171  seniors  and  4  two-year 
agricultural  students,  together  with  18 
unclassified. 


Of  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  last  year 
256  were  women  and  938  men.  The  College  of  Agriculture  had  122  men  and 
2  women;  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  454  men  and  95  women;  the 
College  of  Education,  40  men  and  99  women;  the  College  of  Engineering, 
233  men;  the  College  of  Home  Economics,  53  women;  and  the  Graduate  School 
had  7  men. 

Summer  School  this  year  had  the  largest  number  of  students  in 
the  history  of  the  University  with  573  enrolled. 
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STADIUM  ENLARGED 

It  nay  "be  of  interest  to  the  alumni  to  know  that  the  finishing 
touches  are  "being  put  upon  the  new  steel  stands  "being  built  on  the 
east  side  of  the  football  field.  Labor  Day  has  been  scheduled  as  the 
tine  for  the  last  bolt  to  bo  driven,  according  to  H.  C.  (Curly)  Byrd. 

The  new  stands  are  being  erected  directly  opposite  the  present 
concrete  ones  and  are  very  similar  to  those  recently  built  at  the 
United  States  Naval  JLcadeny.  They  will  be  modern  in  every  detail  and 
will  seat  5,000  people,  thus  bringing  the  seating  capacity  of  the  stadium 
up  to  10,000.   It  is  planned  to  continue  these  stands  around  each  end  in 
the  near  future  giving  Maryland  a  "Bowl"  which  will  seat  over  20,000  fans. 
This,  with  the  additional  athletic  fields  for  freshmen  sports,  twelve 
new  tennis  courts  on  the  east  side  of  the  Baltimore  and  Washington 
boulevard  and  a  six-hole  golf  course,  all  of  which  are  planned  for  the 
next  few  years,  will  give  the  University  probably  tho  most  modern  and 
complete  athletic  plant  in  the  South, 

The  first  game  in  the  enlarged  stadium  is  scheduled  for  September 
29  V7ith  Washington  College.   The  second  game  of  the  season  is  a  home  one 
also  and  is  with  North  Carolina  on  October  6*  This  should  prove  a  real 
fracas  from  all  reports  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  alumni  will  avail 
thenselves  of  the  improved  accommodations  and  cone  with  their  friends  to 
the  games  this  fall. 


NEW  L  IBRARY  BUILDING 

The  new  library  to  be  erected  on  the  canpus  at  College  Park 
is  still  under  consideration,  and  it  is  hoped  by  the  authorities  that 
work  can  be  started  upon  it  this  fall.  Tho  new  library  will  cost 
approximately  $200,000.

NEW  BUILDING  FOR  BALTIMORE  GROUP 

The  next  step  in  the  "building  program  of  the  University  of 
Maryland  will  be  the  erection  in  Baltimore  of  the  long  needed 
dentistry  and  pharmaceutical  laboratory  on  the  northwest  corner  of 
Lombard  and  Greene  streets.  The  building  will  cost  close  to  half 
a  million  dollars  when  completed  and  equipped  and  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  belonging  to  the  Institution, 

The  new  building  will  be  of  brick  construction,  four  stories 
in  height,  fireproof  and  thoroughly  modern.  It  will  be  directly 
across  the  street  from  the  University  Hospital.  The  contract  was 
awarded  recently  and  construction  is  expected  to  start  immediately. 
It  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  late  next  spring. 

When  completed,  the  new  building  will  provide  the  University 
with  one  of  the  finest  and  most  complete  laboratories  of  its  kind 
in  the  country.

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•  ROBERT  CRAIN 

In  the  death  of  Robert  Crain,  on  August  26,  1928,  a  great  nan  was 
lost  to  Maryland  and  the  University  was  "bereft  of  a  sincere  and  loyal 
friend. 

This  "brief  statement  cannot  "begin  to  enumerate  the  many  occasions 
in  the  career  of  this  Institution,  during  the  past  twenty-five  years, 
when  its  future  was  determined  "by  the  unfaltering  friendship  and  able 
support  of  Mr.  Crain. 

As  we  write  we  recall  the  days  of  early  1913,  when  the  College  was 
under  bombardment  by  certain  misinformed,  yet  influential,  personages 
and  interests  in  the  State  who  were  seeking  to  handicap  or  destroy  it. 
In  those  dark  moments  it  was  Robert  Crain  who,  alone  of  all  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  refused  to  have  the  public  press  carry  wrongful 
and  misleading  statements  regarding  ihe  College  without  a  rebuke.  At 
his  own  personal  expense  he  published  in  the  daily  press  a  lengthy  but 
accurate  statement  regarding  the  history  and  accomplishments  of  the 
College  in  order  that  the  public  might  have  the  truth  concerning  an 
important  state  institution. 

This  incident  was  but  typical  of  the  generosity  of  this  man. 
"Bob"Crain!s  heart  was  as  big  as  his  mind;  and  his  intellect  was  dominated 
by  a  will  that  overcame  all  obstacles.   His  life  is  a  record  of  notable 
achievements. 

Having  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  Regents  of  the 
University  for  the  past  twenty-three  years,  his  passing  deprives  the 
Institution  of  a  loyal  and  vigorous  supporter  whose  place  will  be 
difficult  to  fill  in  this  generation. 

The  "Log"  and  the  great  body  of  Alumni  extend  to  Mrs.  Crain  and 
family  their  sincerest  sympathy  in  their  sad  bereavement. 
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The  following  article  is  contributed  to  the  "Log"  "by  Charles 
Linhardt  Jr. ,  president  and  General  Manager  nf   the  Automatic  Lite 
Co. ,  and  a  graduate  of  the  class  Of  1912  and  should  prove  of  interest 
to  all  Alumni. 


On  the  front  page  of  the  July  issue  of  the  Alumni  Log,  there  is 
a  drawing  showing  "A  Greater  Maryland"  with  the  wording,  "Is  this 
a  picuture  of  you?

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FOOTBALL  PROSPECTS 

There  will  "be  only  nine  letter  men  in  the  Maryland  football 
squad  this  year  and  Curley  Byrd  and  his  aides  will  have  to  hustle 
to  turn  out  a  winning  eleven.  Eowever,  while  there  is  much 
work  to  be  done  the  task  is  far  from  hopeless,  and  a  team  that 
will  be  well  worth  watching  in  action  is  sure  to  be  developed. 
Anyway,  victories  and  defeats  do  not  always  tell  the  story  of  a 
season,  that  is  if  you  play  a  schedule  like  the  Old  Liners  tackle. 

Maryland  has  a  squad  of  45  nen,  28  from  last  season's 
varsity  aggregation  and  17  from  last  year*s  Freshman  combination. 

However,  outside  of  the  nine  letter  nen  only  a  few  others 
have  had  any  gridiron  experience  of  note,  as  so  nany  of  then 
never  played  the  gane  before  matriculating  at  College  Park, 

Dodson  and  Heagy,  ends;  Crothers  and  Wondrack,  guards; 
J.  McDonald  and  Keenan,  who  played  both  guard  and  tackle  during 
the  1927  campaign;  Kessler,  quarterback,  and  Roberts  and 
Snyder,  halfbacks,  are  the  letter  nen  who  again  will  be  on  hand. 
Hardly  any  of  the  others  except  parsons,  a  back  of  whom  much  is 
expected  this  year,  his  last  in  school,  figured  at  all  prominently 
in  last  season's  game. 

Maryland  lost  Adams  and  Zulick,  regular  tackles;  Bafford 
a  really  high-class  center  who  probably  will  be  nissed  nore  than 
any  one  ran;  Thomas  and  Linkous,  two  mainstays  of  the  back- 
field,  and  Pugh  and  Tenney,  backs,  who  played  important  roles  in 
the  scheme  of  things  last  year. 

Only  four  of  the  192?  Freshmen  players  have  had  any  real 
football  experience.   They  are  Rabbit t,  an  end;  Fisher,  a  husky- 
tackle;  Owens,  150-pound  center,  and  Blackistone,  a  back.  However, 
Le  Roy,  a  center,  and  Pitzer,  a  back  bid  fair  to  develop  rapidly 
and  nay  prove  to  be  of  much  help. 

The  first  two  games  of  the  season  will  in  Byrd  Stadium, 
Washington  College  on  the  29th  of  September  and  North  Carolina 
University  on  the  6th  of  October. 
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OUR  UNIVERSITY'S  GROWTH 

le  of  the  things  which  is  most  gratifying  to  an  alumnus  is  to 
he  able  to  point  to  his  Alma  Mater  as  an  institution  that  is  moving 
forward  with  the  best  of  them,  and  one  that  is  improving  year  "by  year. 
In  glancing  over  the  records  of  the  University  of  Maryland  for  the 
past  ten  years,  one  cannot  help  but  be  impressed  by  the  really 
remarkable  growth  of  the  College  Park  Schools  of  the  University,  es- 
pecially. 

In  the  College  Park  Schools  of  the  University  during  the 
years  1917-1918  there  were  enrolled  only  two  hundred  and  six  regular 
students,  fifty- four  of  whom  were  freshmen,  eighteen,  seniors,  and 
ten,  graduate  students.   No  women  were  admitted  to  the  courses. 
Today,  there  are  over  twelve  hundred  students,  with  about  four  hundred 
and  twenty-five  freshmen,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  seniors,  and 
over  seventy  graduate  students.   Included  in  the  twelve  hundred 
students  are  about  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  women  who  are  enjoying 
the  benefits  of  the  college  courses. 

Turning  to  the  campus  and  teaching  facilities,  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  most  pretentious  and  best- equipped  buildings 
have  been  erected  since  1918.   In  addition,  the  University  has  one 
of  the  finest  athletic  plants  in  the  South,  whereas  ten  years  ago 
it  could  hardly  boast  of  a  good  football  field. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  the  University  ranks  with  the 
best  in  the  country  from  an  academic  standpoint.  Besides  being  in- 
cluded in  a  large  number  of  accredited  lists,  several  years  ago  it 
was  placed  in  the  group  known  as  the  Association  of  American  Universities. 
This  is  considered  the  highest  ranking  that  a  university  may  attain, 
and  we  should  indeed  feel  very  proud  that  our  Alma  Mater  has 
climbed  so  high. 

If  Maryland  could  attain  so  much  in  this  short  length  of  time, 
think  how  far  she  will  go  if  all  of  us  unite  to  help  her  J  Let  us  no  t 
bo  satisfied  ever  until  she  ranks  first  and  best  in  the  land.

changes  had  been  made  among  the  faculty.  Bernard  Dodderer  will 
fill  the  position  of  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  and  Business  Admin- 
istration, which  was  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  W,  McKenzie  Stevens. 
Oscar  0.  Clark,  who  is  a  newcomer  from  Bridgewater  College,  Virginia,  is 
taking  the  place  of  Assistant  Professor  Casper  L.  Cottrell,  who  was  at 
Maryland  only  one  year.  Edmund  Miller  has  been  appointed  Instructor  in 
English;  Bernice  P.  Pierson,  daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  S.  Pierson,  Profes- 
sor of  Zoology,  has  been  made  an  Instructor  in  that  Department.  Arthur 
C.  Parsons  will  assist  in  Modern  Languages  at  College  Park  and  Baltimore. 
Daniel  B.  -^loyd  is  now  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics,  with  George  P. 
Aldrich  as  Instructor  in  that  subject.  Herman  V.  Kaveler  serves  as  Assis- 
tant in  Chemistry.  Among  the  resignations  during  the  summer  were  those  of 
Miss  Constance  Stanley,  Instructor  in  Spanish,  Dr.  M.  S.  Kharasch,  Profes- 
sor of  Chemistry,  E.  E.  Erickson,  Instructor  of  English,  and  Paul  V.  Mo ok, 
Assistant  in  Botany. 

MEW  FRATERNITY  HOUSES  BUILT 

Members  of  the  Alumni  will  be  interested  to  learn  that  upon  re- 
turning to  the  University  this  Fall  the  student  body  found  two  new  frater- 
nity houses  in  the  process  of  construction — Delta  Mu  and  Tau  Epsilon  Phi 
being  the  organizations  thus  concerned.   Delta  Mu's  house,  which  is  of 
Colonial  construction,  is  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Prince  ton  and 
Wellesley  Streets,  two  blocks  from  the  boulevard.   It  is  quite  large  and 
pretentious,  having  twenty-four  rooms.   The  Tau  Epsilon  Phi  home  is  twenty 
rooms  in  size,  and  is  being  built  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Hopkins  and 
Wellesley  Streets.  Plans  for  the  improvement  of  Wellesley  Street  have  been 
made,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  start  shortly.

Ue  feel  that  we  should  add  a  few  words  concerning  Dr.  Sherman* s 
experiences  since  leaving  Maryland. 

After  graduating  from  the  Maryland  Agricultural  College,  he 
spent  a  year  and  one-half  in  the  Experiment  Station  at  College  Park. 
From  there  he  went  to  Cornell  University  where  he  pursued  courses 
in  entomology  and  zoology,  graduating  in  1900, 

Thereafter,  Dr.  Sherman  worked  in  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  State  College,  and  the  Experimental  Station  at 
Raleigh,  llorth  Carolina.   From  1905  until  1906  he  was  professor  of 
entomology  and  zoology  at  Ontario  Agricultural  College  in  Canada. 
However,  in  September  1925  Dr.  Sherman  returned  to  the  Agricultural 
College  at  Raleigh,  where  he  has  since  worked.

Think  what  that  would  mean]   It  would  help 
financially  -  it  would  lend  encouragement  -  but  most  of  all  it 
would  cause  to  be  allied  with  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  University,  the  interest  and  support  of  a  large 
proportion  of  our  Alunni.

But  to  the  contrary  to  have  as  our  Alma  Mater, 
an  institution  that  has  grown  and  expanded  from  year  to  year  -  es- 
pecially during  the  r  last',  decade  -  that  is  presided  over  and  guided 
by  men  of  national  reputation,  broad  vision,  ability  and  integrity, 
who  have  developed  and  advanced  it  until  today  it  is  an  accredited 
institution  of  recognized  standing  for  higher  education  -  is  and 
should  be  an  inspiration  to  every  alumnus  to  rally  to  the  support 
of  any  reasonable  appeal  from  the  University  authorities  and  its 
component  departments.   It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  this  appeal  tint 
is  now  being  broadcast  to  our  members  is  a  reasonable  one. 

As  a  subscriber  and  an  alumnus  keenly  interested  in  the 
development  and  progress  of  our  University  and  our  Association,  I 
sincerely  urge  every  alumnus  who  has  not  already  subscribed  to  the 
"Log"  to  do  so  at  once.

No  better  example  of  this  can  be  found,  than  in  the  life  of 
S.  M.  Shoemaker,  who  has  constantly  thought  of  others  before  himself.

:;i\  ne  of  the  greatest  losses  that  the  University  of  Maryland  and 
Maryland  agriculture  has  suffered  in  recent  years  v/as  the 
loss  of  Melville  Dorcy  Bowers,  specialist  in  o.gricultural 
journalism  for  the  Extension  Service,  who  diod  very  suddenly 
at  his  home  in  Daniels  Park,  Md. ,  Tuesday,  April  9.  The  death 
came  as  a  distinct  shock  to  everyone,  as  Mr.  Bowers  had  apparently  "been  in 
good  health  and  had  gone  home  only  a  few  days  before  his  death  complaining 
merely  of  having  a  sore  throat,  Within  a  short  time,  however,  he  was 
stricken  with  influenza  and  then  pleurisy  developed  rapidly. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Adelaide  Carr  Bowers,  two 
daughters  and  one  son.  Mr.  Bowers  was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  George 
S.  Bowers,  of  Baltimore.  He  was  forty-one  years  of  age  when  he  died. 

Although  an  alumnus  of  another  institution,  Roanoke  College, 
in  Virginia,  Mr.  Bowers  was  well  known  among  Maryland  University  graduates 
in  the  State,  who  were  drawn  to  him  through  his  lovable  personality  and 
through  his  work  which  kept  him  in  touch  with  many  interests.   Indeed,  one 
might  well  have  thought  that  Maryland  was  his  Alma  Mater  so  much  was  he 
interested  in  her  welfare.

The  regular  order  of  "business  was  called  for  by  the  President 
including  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  the  financial  statement.   The 
Secretary  reported  on  the  various  group  meetings  which  have  been  held  in 
Cumberland,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  and  Harford  County.   He  also  discussed 
the  annual  banquet,  pointing  out  that  it  was  his  belief  that  it  should  not 
be  held  another  year  but  that  we  should  loan  perhaps  toward  holding  regional 
affairs.

NOTICE  OF  PROPOSED  CHANGE  IN  CONSTITUTION  AND  3Y-LAT7S

he  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  arc  indeed  fortunate 
in  having  "been  able  to  secure  Dr.  D.  L.  Grant,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina,  to  he  the  rain  speaker  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  the  new  chemistry  "building.  The  following  intro- 
ductory statement  "by  Dr.  Grant  in  his  "Study  of  Extending  the 
Educational  Services  of  our  Colleges  and  Universities  to  their  Alumni  and 
the  Significance  of  Such  Work  in  Adult  Education,  Organized  Alunni  work 
and  to  our  Educational  Outlook",  shows  well  his  insight  into  educational 
problems. 

"The  story  of  a  college  class  celebrating  graduation  day 
with  a  "bonfire  fed  by  its  books  is  a  familiar  part  of  the  American  College 
and  University  tradition.  Like  most  traditions  it  has  been  aided  by  his- 
toric license,  abetted  by  convivial  social  bouts  and  viewed  'through  the 
rosy  mists  of  memory*.   It  has  represented  more  truth  than  it  is  comfort- 
able for  us  to  admit.  Only  infrequently  have  those  books  possessed 
phoenix-like  quality.   From  their  ashes  has  arisen  few  continuing  educa- 
tional relationships. 

"Many  other  relationships  between  our  Colleges  and  their 
alumni  have  been  organized  and  perpetuated  —  the  social,  the  political, 
the  financial  and  the  athletic.   The  striking  absence  of  any  attention  to 
the  educational  relationship,  therefore,  is  not  so  much  an  attitude 
towards  the  Colleges  as  it  is  an  attitude  towards  education.   It  is  an 
attitude  which  has  been  shared  by  the  country  at  large,  and  toward  the  full 
problem  of  education. 

"Those  who  achieved  any  real  intellectual  experience  in  College 
soon  found  that  the  graduation  day  was  not  the  end  of  education.  Educat- 
ing one's  self  is  not  a  seasonal  process.  Accordingly,  they  have  sought, 
through  outside  agencies,  to  supply  their  postcollegiate  educational  life, 
The  ineffectiveness  of  such  effort  is  finally  turning  needful  eyes  back 
to  the  Universities.  Why,  it  is  wondered,  doc-8  this  vast  and  most 
important  of  our  educational  powerhouses  not  make  itself  available  for  aid. 
Why  has  it  abandoned  the  student  when  his  intellectual  life  really  becomes 
of  importance  to  him. 

"Out  of  this  situation  is  rising  a  demand  that  our  Colleges 
and  Universities  approach  their  educational  task  with  a  fuller  view.   It  is 
insisted  that  they  become  a  permanent  educational  servant  of  the  educated 
man,  with  educational  opportunities  organized  in  terms  of  the  progressive 
educational  needs  of  the  Alumni,  whether  they  have  been  out  of  College  one 
year  or  fifty.   Students  have  hitherto  registered  for  the  period  from  'ma- 
triculation to  graduation".   Tomorrow  they  will  bo  registering  for  kheparibd'' 
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'from  matriculation  to  the  grave',  or  else  the  purpose  and  philosophy  of 
a  great  deal  of  effort  to  provide  'education  for  the  educated',  now  begin- 
ning, proves  groundless  and  needless."
